GLASGOW AND RANGOON 
SHIPPING SERVICE. 


HENDERSON LINE'S KEW 
UNI 


Messrs. P. Henderson & Co. 
have made « notable addition to 
their cargo abd passenger service 
between Glasgow. Liverpool, and 
Rangoon, in the s.s. Amarepoore, 
a vessel with a gross tonnege of 
8,100, measuring 499 ft. in length 
and 59 f:. broad. Built by Messrs. 
Deony Brothers, Dunsbarton, the 
Amarapoore is one of the first 
passenger liners to be completed 
embodying in her design the latest 
requirements of the Convention 
for the Safety of Life at Sea. She 
is of the type known as the “two 
compartment™ ship, and while 
externally similar to. previous 
units ol the Henderson Lae, she 
is divided internally into eleven 
water-tight compartments. A 
bappy combination of passenger 
accommodation and cargo ca- 
pacity bas been achieved in her 
construction,’and neither service 
has been sacrificed for the other. 
She has @ carrying capacity of 
10,200 tons, with accommodation 
for about 150 first-class pes- 
sengars, and the fitting out of the 
vessel in respect of the letter 
service illustrates the progress 
that has been made since 1914,

vessel at Quean’s Dock, Glasgow, 
where sho was receiving her first 
cargo. The visitors were met by 
members of the firm, and io the 
tour throughout the ship macy 
comments were forthcoming on 
the “convenient and up-to-date 
manner in which she is fitted cut.

The Government of the United 
[States was the first goveroment 
'to acknowledge the validity of 
,ube revolotion and to give re- 
| engnition go the provisional gov- 
‘ernment. of Russia. Almost 
_ immediately thereafter it became 
‘necessary for the Enited States 

tio enter the war against Ger- 

imany and in that undertak- 
hing to become closely associated 
with the aNied nations, inelnd- 
ting, of course, Russiz. The 

‘war weariness of the masses of 

‘the Russian people was folly 
koown to tha Government and 
<ympathetically comprebendad. 

Prudence, self-interest and 
loyalty.to our associates made it 
desirable that we should give 
moral and material support to the 
provisional government which, 
was struggling to accomplish « 
two-fold task—to carry on the war 
with vigour and at the same time 
to re0rgapise the life of tha nation 
and establish a stable govern- 

ment based on popular sover- 

eignty. 
Quite independent of there 
motives, however, was the sincere 
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friendship of the Government and 
the people of the United 
States for the great Russian 
nation, and the  iriendship 
manifested by Russia towards 
thix nation in 2 time of trial and 
diatreas has left with us an 
imperishable sense of gratitude. 
is was as grateful frienda that 
we sent to Russia an Expert 
Commission to aid in bringing 
abou! such a reorganisation of 
the Railroad transportation 
system of the country as would 
reinvigorate its whole economic 
hie and so enure to the, well- 
being of the Russian people. 
Whilo deeply regretting the with- | 
dsewal of Russia from the war 
at a critical time and the 
disastrous snzrender of Brest-

LATEST KOREAN CONSPIRACY. 


DETAILS GROWING APACE. 


According to an official state- 
ment poblised by the Police 
authorities of the Government 
General of Korea the arrest of 
Kim, the loader of a “dare-to-die™ 
party, and a dozen other Koreans 
between midnight of the 21st 
Angust and the following day, 
and the domiciliary searches 
made on the premises of their 
residences, brought to light daring 
plots which they, with their 
fellow-conspirators, had in view. 
As the resak of the domiciliary 
searches, a large number of bombe. 
pistols, bullets, ate. as well 
as copious propaganda literature, 
were seized. When sabjected to 
cross-examipnation by the, police 
these Koreans maie no secret of 
their plo:. According to their 
confession, their project was to 


‘learry out the work of destruction 
lby groups of desperadoes. 


One 
group was io throw bombs st the. 
party of American Congressmen 
on the occasion of their arrival In 
Seoul, another group to throw 
bombs at the Government-Gener- 
al buildings. and the _ other 
group to wreck the Kyung- 
sung Police Station is Seonal 
iw the same way, all with the 
object of giving rise to interna- 
tional complications in favour of 
the independence movement. It 
is believed that many Koreas 
are implicated in the plot, and 
efforts are being made to put 
theses confederates under arrest. 
(It may be recalled that similar 
“confessions” were obtained some 
years ago ina “conspiracy” that 
proved a mares nest.).

FIRE AT NAVAL DOCKYARD- 

A disastrous fire occurred 
recentiy at the Fort Willism 
victualling yard of the Piymouth 
paval establishment, destroying 
thousands of pounds worth of 
navy clothing. It took four tugs 

pbalf « dozen fire engines, 
assisted by sailors and marines, 
to subdue the outbreak. The 
work was directed by Admiral 
Sir Cecil Tharsby, who was one 
of the pall bearers at Lord 
Fisher's faneral. The origio of the 
fire is unknown. Only a few 
weeks previously there waé a fire 
zt ae neighbouring dockyard 
involving more than £100,000 


: damage.’ 


"HOW TT. WORKED IN. 


Tho Secretary of the British 
Proportional Representation So- 
cisty writes to the. Manrkeder 
Guardian to. pgint out how 
portional representation wor’ 


in the recent-general election in]. 


Germany. Ho says. 

A new Gérman Government 
having been formed it is op- 
portone to review the worki 
of PR. in tha recent general 
election. 


In the first place, P.R. re- 
gistered, accutataly and without 
exaggeration, the movement ia 
public opinion which has taken 
place in Germany since the 
election in January, 1919 of the 
Constituent Assembly. In 1913 
tha Majority Socialists palled 37.9 
per cent. af the votes, and obtain- 
ed 38.7 par cent. of the seats; in 
19°) (taking onty -the contested 
areas—there ware no elections in 
the plebiscite districts) the Majar- 
ity Socialists polled 21.5 per cent 
of the votes. and otained 22.2 per 
cent. of .tha seats. In 1919 
the Democrats polled 18.6 per. 
cent of the votes, and obtained 
17.8 per cant of the seats; 
in 192 
per cent, of the votes, and secured 
8.6 per cent. of the seats. The fall 
in votes was in each case sccom- 
panied by a corresponding fall io 
representation. The People’s 
party, op the other hand, polled 
only 4.4 percent. of the votes in 
1919, securing 5 per cent. of the 
representation: in 1920 they pole 
ed 13.6 per cent. of the votes, and 
obtained 13.9 per cent. of the saats. 
The risa in votes was accurately 
reflected in the rise in represen- 
tation, and the same statement 
holds good of the Indpendent 
Socialists. 

The resulis of opr own general 
election present a great contrast 
to this accuarcy in representation. 


Taking the contested elections in| - 


Great Britsin in 1918, the Labour 
party polled 23.6 per cant. | of the 
yotes, but only obtained 9.2 per 
of tha representation. Whether 
it obtsined 9 per cent. or 23 per 
cent. or more than 23 per cent. 
was purely accidental The 
results bear no definite relation 
to the votes cast, Further, a 
moderate decline in. voting 
strength is often with us accom- 
panied by 5 catastrophic fall in 
representation. In 1918 a very 
large number of the leaders of 
our politica) parties were excl ud- 
ed from the House of Commons; 
in Germany very few lost their 
seals. 

But what bas been the effect of 
P.R. on government? The elec- 
tion for the Constituent Assem- 
bly did not result in giving to 
any ops party. an absolute’ ma- 
jority of the — seats, and 
a Coalition Government. was 
formed of three middle par- 
ties, of which the largest was the 
Majority Socialist. The Govern- 
ment remained in. office daring 
what was perbaps the most criti- 
cal period in German history, 


‘| the perilous months immediately 


following the war, This was 20 
mean achievement: P.R. was of 
inestimable value to Gewneny. 
The elections of 1920 have shown 
a movement of opinions bat 
‘again no one party’ bas obtained 
an absolute majority of seats 
and again the Majority Soci- 
atists are the largest party. 
The middle parties are still in the 
ascendant; ‘but in view of the 
movement of opinion towards the 
Right the three bourgecis middle 
parties have formed ao Govern- 
ment. The German People’s 
party, one of these threa bour- 
geois parties, is mouarchist, bat 
the formula of sgreement 
on which the oew Government 
rests shows how, uoder P. R. 
Governments respond to public

THE MeSWINFY CASE. 


— 


Perhaps no case in which a political oflerder has been imprison- 
ed-im recent times has aroused so much Public interest and 
sympathy as that in which the Lord Mayor of Cork. ot, as he is 
better known, Mr. T. McSwiney. YELP. now figures. In any con- 
sideration of either bis action or the action of the Govemment one 
must first of all clear one’s: mind of any but the me-es: vestige of 
sentiment, because itis through the harbouring of sentiment that 
one is apt to be led astray ona path tha: would prove distinctly 
dangerous to the future principles of government. Noone could 
have read the impressive reply that Mr. Bonar Law gave to the 
Labour Party, which was cabled through yesterday. without 
fealising that behind the Government's action is not only the 
Steates: of ressonability, bat also the principle of all democratic 
government. re have even heard men in Hongkong say that if 
the Government allows the Lord of Mayor of Cork todie then. it will 
deserve all the fruits of the advertisement that this ” martyr’s™ death 
will give to the Irish cause; that it will bring upon its own head the 
intensified wrath not oaly of Irishmen in Ireland but of Irishmen 
and Irish sympatbisers the world over. To that we can only reply 
that it is far better to have chosen the harder, though juscer, course, 
than to have weakly given in and established a precedent that 
would endanger the whole machinery of modern government. 

This question of the liberty or incarceration of Mr. McSwiney 
is no! one that affects the giving or withhalding of self-government 
tolreland. True, it bas arisen oat of the regrettable extremis: 
wing of the Irish movement. But, it has now come down toa 
straigh: issue of whether a Government is going to administer 
justice and the law withou! fear or Favour or whether it is going to 
be swayed like £0 much corn in the wind by displays of sentiment. 
MeSwiney as 8 Member of Parliament had taken en osth of 
allegiance, he had done so as Lord Mayor of Cork, and even as 4 
common citizen of the country be was by law forbidden to plo: 
agsins: the King or the Government. ‘Arrested in the very act 
of conspiracy as a leader of a rebel and so-called Republican Army 
of Ireland—an srmy that avowed it sougb: no mercy and would 
give none—he would only have paid the price of the law if he had 
been shot. Many men were shot by their comrades in France for 
far lesa serious acts, and although the public knew it there was the 
common acceptance of the principle that it was just. The Gorern- 
‘ment took a much more lenient action than it was entitled to, end 
the prisoner—treated as a political prisoner and not as a traitor— 
has sought s self-imposed martyrdom knowing that sentiment would 
be aroused and the Irish cause possibly strengthened. Insofar a3 
he has aroused that sentiment be has achieved his object, but 

. whather Ireland's real cause has been advanced is extremely doubt- 
fal... And the Government at Home has been faced with demands 
from all sources: from organised Labour, from “moderate” 
Trishmen, and from America—a country where Irish affairs loom 
largely in politics. His Majesty the King has been appesled to to 
take an unconstitutional step; io fact, all the peaceable pressure 
that could be has been brought to bear. - We rather fancy that after 
Mr. Bonar Law's statement, clear and forcibly argumentative, a 
good deal of support for McSwiney will die down, because it roost 
have been clearly brought home to all that this is not so much the 
matter of a man’s life as the living and applicable existence of con- 
stitutional law. Sentiment bas to be given the go-by, for to act on 
it would imply, by precedent, the imraunity of all men who in the 
future are discovered plotting egainst the authority of the establish- 
ed Government. A few days ago, when we commented rather 
sympatbatically on McSwiney’s case, the force of that argument 
bad not strack us as it now does. : : " 

To the people at Home Mr. Bonar Law has made ample reply; 
to the people of Americs. Mr. Lloyd George has, to quote Reuter, 
“ politely but firmly ” stated that ke cannot interfere with the course 


of justice and the law, and we hope that the majority of Britons are 
- Bow beginning to realise that the Government can adopt no other 


attitude than the one it has taken op. If Mr. McSwiney'’s death 
‘does ensue there wil! undoubtedly -be demonstrations -epainst the 
Government, though in the light of the latest explanations we be- 


Z lieve that the ‘majority of level-headed Britons will give whole- 


hearted support to » Government that is determined to uphold & 
very vital principle. Itis either right or wrong to plot against a 
Iswfally-constituted Government; if wrong, then punishment must 
Asevitsbly follow.

‘Et almost looks as though Mn 
J, H. Thomas, whom most of us 
become accustomed to re- 
gard as the sanest of British 
Labour leaders, has fallen fram 
Grace. Itwasnotsoniany months 
ago that he, with othar moderate 
Labonrites, fought tooth and nail 
against "direct action,” which is 
the ed ta cover 
the ordering of strikes by Trade 
Unions on porely political as dis- 
tines from industrial matters. Yet 
we find him at tha Trade Union 
Congress delivering a Presidential 
address justifving the formation of 
the so-called “ Council of Action,” 
which , aima at forcing the 
of a 
Reneral strike, to follow a certain 
lingin rezardto Poland and Russia. 
That looks to us like s complete 
dalfe fuce. Troe. ha declares that 
when tha objecta of this Vouncil— 
camplata independance of Poland 
and peace with Russis—have 
been carried ont it will be 
content with results of its labours. 
But that is of itself a decided 
approval of the principle in- 
volved—a_ principle which, if 
once admitted. would lead to 
endless trouble and, in fact, to 
the very negation of popular 
government. What aasurance 
hare we, indeed, that the Council 
would not again interfere in the 
Government's policies on other 
issues? And the Labour claim 
of a right to interfere in sach 
Masters amaunts to acquiescence 
on their part in rule, not by the 
people, but “by one clasa of the 
people, which is the verr 
thing that Labour is supposed 
to have been preaching. against 
for “longer than we can 
remember,

Then there is the other side. 
Supposing. for example, that 
the Government does not 
negotiate an early peace with 
Rosia. Does Mr. Thomas and 
his fellow-Lalouritea mean that 
Labour will order a general 
strike? Or is there to. ba any 
sime-limit about this business ? 
The cables are silent on these 
points. But the inference is that 
if the Council of Action cannot 
get its was by threats, it will do 
so by other means. Its very 
name implies so much. Srill, 
maybe the situation is not really 
serious ac all. Perhaps Mfr. 
Lloyd George was right when he 
described the formation of this 
new body ss merely a little bit 
of Labour “display.” Probably
